--It may bu inlcreHtiug to »nmo, at 
leaKi, of your readers | to 
know soruelhliig deliuilo of IliU city, 
the all'airs political ul tlio Stale, etc. 
Ilencc w« liuvu (■mii luded to wiilo a 
mere bird's eye view of impressions 
made ou us and eomething wo 
Isarned. 

Terro Haute has aonio 35,00*) people, 
and is situated on the Wabash river, 
lOS miles above Evansville. It is 
directly in lino of the great corn 
growing belt of ludiana, known all 
over the land as the Wabash bottom. 
Wo had conceived tlie idea that the 
city abounds in mannfltetories, but 
in this we were mistaken. It ia true 
that there are the car worke willt 
400 hands on the pay roll and tlie 
I{eys Manufactory with 250 
hands employed, but outside of these 
there are no others of much uote, un- 
less it is the distillery, which we 
learned was the largest in the woild. 
She residents speak of this institu- 
tion Willi a great deal of city pride. 
And from all we could learu It is a 
wonder that the inhabltauts are liv- 
ing, lor it ia the generally expressed 
opinion of all Ksntucklaus we met 
ihere (and they are Judges) that it is 
the meanest whisky ou God's earth. 

But these people are tough, look 
tough aud act tough. They ail have 
au eastern appearance. If you are 
standing on the street the hottest 
day in August aud a "drove" alionid 
pass by the effect would betoebUi 
you to the bone. There seeme to be 
a selflshneis, a frlgidness that sur- 
passes any where we have been. 
We expected to see one of those tire- 
less, never-ending "get up and get" 
olliaa, whose example we peo- 
ple of the South should strenaohsly 
follow, but we saw uo hurry, no ani- 
mated exhuberance of energy, so of- 
ten found in weetor* town and 
cities.

By far the most enterprising gen 
ilcnian we met was Mr. J. A. bomes, 
druggist. lie, some years ago. lived 
lu ilupkinsvillo with Mr. Garner, 
whore he made many warm friends, 
and ihcy would be glad to know ul 
his welfare. He has a beautiful slort 
on tlie corner ot Uhio and (ith streets, 
and is eu joying a lucrative trade, and 
the people say he la fast coming to 
the frout and has bright prospects 
ahead. Ho certainly deserves suc- 
cess, for ho understands fully what 
a geutleniau'u ollice Is. Kind aud 
polite with all tiie eiementa of a 
friend and a genial gentleman, his 
favoib shown ns will be long re- 
mcMi be rod.

About 10 o'clocic last night Are broke 
out In the duster of hniidiugs occu- 
pied by I*.

It soon beeama apparent that the 
main building eonid not bo saved, 
and every ellbrt waamada to secure 
the animals. Some of theee were got 
safely out, butt large number, in- 
cludiug elephania, liona, tigers, leo- 
pards, camels andborsee were libera- 
ted or else broke loose, aud for honra 
a tremendous uproar ensued. Sever- 
al persons were picked up in the 
streets by the Infurlalad olepliBBte 
and tossed all around. 

A detail of|>oIice pursued a roar- 
lug lion and put six bullets into bis 
hide, but with no perceptible recult 
Thirty-xix elephanta broke loose 
and escaped. Six of them and a hip. 
potainua rushed through the sireeu 
in a pitable oondition, being terribly 
burned. Thirty elephants aud a 
large llcMi liariod off aeroaa the coun- 
trf toward Eastea. All the trained 
horeee were burned, as were also the 
Hons, tigers, hyeuss, monkeys, birds, 
oats and three rhinooeroe. The car 
sheds were saved, but the main build- 
ing burned so npldly and fiercely 
that water had do effect npon the 
flames.

([uartsrly. This Is beyond the bounds 
of reasen aud if the City Council had 
accepted such a proposition they 
woiilil have entailed a harden upon 
the eity that would liave called down 
upon theni tlic cciiiiire of every citi- 
zen. Any flriu that will build water- 
works and supply the eity with water 
like other consunicrs will have no 
trouble in gelling all of the rights 
It wants, but if the city must guar- 
antee lo make the plant profitable she 
might Just as well build and operate 
It herself. We believe this would be 
the proper plan anyhow, ^nda

I belisve 
that this has more to do with the low 
priees e( hoaef tluw over-production. 

Marketing honey In vlllaKos Is many 
timee adhconrsging business for tho 
novice, but It pays to develop a market 
in Biich pliices. I'be plan that nsnaliy 
succeeds beat is to lot the nierohanl 
aell on eomesi salon. Some merebanta 
refoee to eell honey at flrai. thfaiklag 
that It win daub their other goods and 
that It Is not convenient to handle, 
but they can usually bo Induced t« 
try It «1ion It Is jhowii tri tliem 
put up In nont and attractive cases. 
The now pastdranrd box la proving a 
apleadid thing for the retail trada 
Each section ocini; Inclosed in a sep- 
arnto box, there is no drainage and 
every thinj; U kept neat and cloan. 
All the merchant has to do when ho 
Belts a box Is to hand it out to the 
customer. 

When putting np hooey for market 
too much care eaa not be taken to 
have It thoroughly graded and priced 
according to quality. For rolnilin;; 
extracted honoy I have found no bet- 
tor WO}' th.m putting It up In pint 
and ipiart fruit j:ir!<. If put up in tlii* 
way and sealed perfectly air-tight, it 
will not eandy and will Iteep any 
length of timcb There la neariy al- 
ways a demand for a good attielo at a 
fair price; while a poor arllele will 
many times not soli at aiiy price. 

A-i Ki ciu not couipi'l jicoplo to buy 
eur honey wo should endeavor ta pro- 
duce only a first-class article and then 
pnt it up In neat, attraetivo ehape for 
maikob— a 0 Jhisseli; l» JTarM and 
Bum.

■ow Wire-Netlliir Can lie Ueed AdvaS' 

tUKUouttiy for 'MiU I'urpoM. 

The use of who Is daily Increacing 
and especially In eonflning poultry. 
Tho b.'St of gslvsnlxed and strong 
selvaged not cnn now bo procnrod for 
one eont or leas |>or square foot nt re- 
tail mid in niiy widtlu Those who ii«e 
llin innt;t me -(lowly roniin;^ to believe 
that rnlla from ono to two feet wide 
MO the boat la every way. -Netting 
three, four or more feet wide is not 
only unwieldy In handling but It gets 
out ot shape badly while being attach- 
ed to tho potts aud after it is in place. 
If roils but ono toot wide are used they 
nre iiiil on quickly and without 
trouble, and can bo planed three or 
four higli, as necessary. With ducks 
and much other poultry two or three 
one-foot Width are enough, while for 
young birds a single width one-foot or 
one and oiio-balf feet wide Will be raf- 
flclent to confinn tliom until thoy are 
well (jrowii. Ill such oases It Is folly 
to have a three, four or five foot pen 
out In tho woRthor. Where narrow 
net Is use and gaps appear between 
two widths, a willow switch two feet 
long will hold Asm together finely 
and can be woven In (lengthwise ot 
the edges) with no lro|iblo. It pays 
to remove the wire frnm the supports 
In the fall and plaio It under cover 
where It wllhr be protected from 
weather and Ice stormsi The narrow 
widths (especially twolvo-lneh) can be 
roniovod and replaced In one-half the 
time needed for tho wider soiMl^nd 
In the process the snvine of temper 
will also Ih) iiolicn;ililn. Hooki ou lbs

Serionsly If Not Mortally Wounds 
Ballatd Fcnrquean Mcadajr 

Evening. 

Late Muiiduy alliruoon liallard 
Fourijiicaii, of llelleview, started 

boiiie li Iliin eilT driving a wairun. 

He l:;id lu'-'ii In liiwll In a neuld- 
iiig tub to br iMcd ill killing liogs and 
did not get started back until nearly 
sundown. Soinewbcie about tbo 
forks of tbo Cadiz and I'rimeton 
roads, he was accoalcd by a lu'^ro 
who Uked to bu allowed lu ride a 
abort distauce. Fourquean kimlly 
permitted hirn lo jrct on llic w«(;iin 
and when llu y had reaelicil L. W. 
Means' gale, about a mile and a half 
from town, the negro asked Four- 
quean toletbini ;;i:lunt. i'ouniucun 
checked up at lliu western corner of 
H. D, Meacham'a lawn, a few yards 
fiirther, his gate being opposite that 
of Mr. Moans, and the negro Jumped 
out. He at once stepped in front of 
the horiei and laid to Fourquean : 
"YouowametSO and I want It." 
Fonrquean replied : "You are mil- 
taken, I never aaw yon before aud 
don't even know you." The negro 
then began cnraing and aald : "You 
are a d'— d lla and if yon don't give 
me ISO III kill you." Fourquean 
again replied : "I don't owa you any 
money aud lieaidaa I haven't got any 
money with me," at the eame liins 
Jumping out of tba wagon. At thia 

I lie negro, who bad held a piitol in 
bit hand during tha dialogue, fired 
upon him tba ball, entering hii right 
breait. Fourquean fall and the as- 
laiiin flred a eaoond ibot over bis 
proilrato body. Tha nagro then 
started off aud Fourquean managed 
lo rise to hla feet and dragged him 
aeif bleeding and auffering to Mr. 
Meacham'a house, about MO yarda 
from the road. Ha knookad at the 
front door so violanlly that Mrs. 
Meacham wu alarmed and aflrald to 
open the door, lie then want to the 
back door and aank down upon tho 
porch. Mr. Meacham welcoming in 
from the lot and finding him there 
miitook him in the duak for a tramp 
and ordered him tor get out.

Mr. Lin- 
coln agreed to deed ili ' properly to 
the Stale upon cuiidiilon that the 
property should be preserved, 
kept in order, and free of 
access to all who wished to 
visit It Mr. Oldroyd told the commit- 
leo that. If ho were a]ii>ointod custo- 
dian, ho would keei> his collection In 
the liouso anil deed llio projiorly to tho 
State at his deallL Uo also said that 
bo would expect a salary of tl.800 a 
year. The commitloe's report was ac- 
cepted, aud a resolution was Intro- 
duced accccpting Mr. Lincoln's prop- 
osition and providin.; for l\w retention 
of Iho Oldroyd collection in Ilic house, 
although not naming Mr. Oldroyd as 
custodian. The rcsolutluu bad 
reached a second reading In the Sen- 
ate, when Senator CurtTss offered a 
substitute, which provided that Iho 
custodian should bo a crippled Illinois 
soldier. This failed, and tiio liill 
passed os ori^iiiallv iiiliodnced. —

Ufe-Dastrorlnff SBbNtanoea Obtained from 
9 i i n and Shmba. 

■ jawa nnd^lha archipelago generally 
If tInMllarof poisons, animal and 
Teg e tahfc and no races aro so prone 
to make use of thorn as tho varied 
tribes grouped under tho general name 
ot Malay. Tho "kris." or serpentine 
dagger, which has become almost n 
symbol ot troachery and revenge, has 
a terrible reputation; but from my own 
obscrration, I almost doubt if It is ever 
poisoned at nil in Iho real sense of the 
word. Tlio Malay never grinds the 
kriH. but is always rubbing the blade 
with n green lomon, or the Juice of a 
pineapple, niixod with orplment 

The effect at first is to remove the 
rust, but a thicker coat succeeds, and 
In time a rough damascene Is formed, 
wttli a nnichy edge^ and the elTect ot a 
wound from a weapon ot this 
sort needs no explanation to any ono 
who, has suffered from a rusty 
nail or needle. The poison of tbo 
•nmpilan or blow-tnbe dart Is, how- 
ever, very real. Tho Dataks, that 
singiilnr race inliabiling Central Suma- 
tra, and Iho only known people who 
combine eaiiniballsiii Willi civilization 
enonoh for a wrilten nlphftbetlonl 
l;iii;;iiago, aro very skillful In Its use. 
They obtain il from two sources— one 
the upas tree, and the otii}r jn nUied 



H|iocios called the ■•rlngns." Tho Jiilco 
of this Intler Is most virulent and 
burns tho skin tik i boiling oil. I have 
iiiaiiy n liino seen eoolios lii'iiii;;lil in 
howling dLsmally, wilh lioails and faces 
swollen lo pantpinimiu s'aifrom hav- 
ing iueuuiioiisly Rlriiek nu nxu Into tho 
"ringus." I'ho only way to nltark it 
is for tho woodiiioii lo give lliumsclros 
A thorough coating of greas'. and 
ovon tliun thu risk tn tho oycs Is so 
great that il is generally allowed to 
stand. 

This treo probably gave rlao to the 
tables about the upas ("upas" Is Java- 
nese for poison of any klml). Tho upas 

poison, however, rcf|iilros lo bo nsod 
quitu fresh, as a few lioui's' exposure 
lo tho air convorl.s it to a crumbly 
black rosin, ipii'e harmless. Anoiher 
]i()isoii is (d)laiiieil froiii n si»cc'os of 
vine-bearing' cUisli i - i f l i i,;lil fi iiil, 
the slzo of n criekel ball, cuiiin'iiiiig a 
number ot seed* In an intensely bitter 
pulp, Tlio oflViots ot this ni-o very 
Lipid. I liavo gtfon the lial.ik civop 
up. siiiitpiiaii 111 liaiiil. to where a 
liMop of ;:i'>boiis were yelling their 
iioi.-y flioiii.'- lioiii a lofiy irec-lop, and 
scarct'iy half a luiiuilu elaiiseil licLweeii 
llio dispnleh of tho raitstve and tho 
craslilng fall of the struck ni>a. Even 
the gigantic and formidable species of 
tho ouraug-outang, whidi lianuls tho 
forests ot tho cast coast, falls para- 
lyzed by two or tbree ot these tiny 
darla. 

One of Iho most famous poisons of 
Java is oblainud from ilio bamboo. 
Tlio young shoots of the cane, when 
Ihoy first appear, ni'o covered withfino 
brownish liair; this, uiidi r a jiowerfiil 
niieroseope, appear., a-, bav "'.,,-i-liko 
spikes of silo.x, iiillnilely sharp, and I 
think hollow, Uiough I could not be 
quite sure. Tins hair, admlnlstored 
dally In small quantities ot tho food, 
brings on ulcorntlon ol the bowcK 
simnlating malignant dysentery. T ho 
action must be of a moehanicnl l atber 
than chemlra! nature, just as wilh the 
tin ib'.o ellVct oil the eyes of tlio spoivs 
oftlie couiiiion pulT-b.tll. It is grcaily 
dreaded hy tbo Dnich and nil Eu- 
ropeans living In Java. A Dutch olli- 
oial told me lliat scores of deaths 
among Karopi an i l.inli rs, < to., put 
down to dys -1111 ry and dia.'i'laei wore 
tvally duo lo llie baaib lo hair and the 
jealousy of llio ualivo wuuieu. — i'n- 
Qliih Utekdnia.
